Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to show an apparatus/ method for replacing liquid in a riser during 
connection and disconnection of the riser and a subsea wellhead having the details, as 
set forth in claims that include such elements/steps as connecting a body to a drill pipe, 
the body 258 comprising a sealing surface that is configured to displaceably seal 
against an inner wall of the riser and thereby divide the interior of the riser into separate 
upper and lower riser sections; moving the drill pipe and body together downwardly in 
the riser towards the wellhead to reduce the volume of the lower riser section and thus 
force fluid out of the lower riser section; and closing the wellhead (figure 1 ). Peterman 
et al 6,325,159 and Barrington 4,378,850 do not show elements/steps as connecting a 
body to a drill pipe, the body 258 comprising a sealing surface that is configured to 
displaceably seal against an inner wall of the riser and thereby divide the interior of the 
riser into separate upper and lower riser section.
